DISCUSSION/RATIONALE: 
A previous SI has been conducted on this site because of the combining of two previously 
separate sites. The site is 28 acres, 25 of which is owned by a local union and 3 owned by 
Whiting rollup door. The union has previously worked on investigating the 25 acre site. 
This SI further investigates the 3 acre site to better characterize the contaminants on the 
Whiting Roll up door portion of the site. Numerous contaminants (P AHs and pesticides, as 
well as some heavy metals) have been identified which exceed the benchmarks. This SI 
reveals that further evaluation of ground water is needed, ie dye trace studies and monitoring 
wells. The Teamsters union has entered the states Voluntary Cleanup Program (VCP) and 
the state is negotiating with Whiting Rollup Door and Evans Cooperage ( a previous PRP) to 
enter and assist with the completion/removal on this site. If Whiting Roll up is not 
cooperative with the state, the site will be referred to EPA for enforcement. 
The site is currently under state lead, but since it is not being completly addressed under VCP 
it has been given a qualifier of Low. If the site is referred to EPA, the qualifier will be 
modified to High, and enforcement and/or a removal action initiated.
